The steamer has 6.500 tons of coal on 
board, purchased at Moji by the Hindus 
collectively with the Idea of eelilnff It 
here at a profit and thus realising a 
substantial sum whereby litigation 
mlirht be carried on. The Japanese 
owners of the Komarata Maru went 
guarantors to the coal vendors for the 
amount, on the understanding that it 
would be sold here and'the money re¬ 
mitted.

REV. DR. GRANT WANTS 
CHANGES AND RESIGNS 


Representative of Presbyter- 
Ian Churqh in England At¬ 
tends at Woodstock 


Woodstock. Ont., June «.*Rev. Dr. A. 
8. Grant, general superintendent of 
home missions for the Presbyterian 
church, and chairmsin of the board of 
finance, has placed hla resignation In 
the hands of the moderator of the gen¬ 
eral assembly of the church here. 

Dr. Grant has done an unusual 
amount of work for the church during 
tho past few years, enlisting ths sym¬ 
pathy and support of a number of 
wealthy men In the Dominion. He also 
carried out a plan for the unlflcatlon 
of th# work of the denomination. In¬ 
troducing many changes. It Is said that 
ho desired a number of additional 
changes, and It la conaldered probable 
that If thoae changes are made he will 
continue to discharge the duty with 
which he was entrusted. 

The matter of Dr. Grant’s resigna¬ 
tion has not come up In a formal way 
In the assembly, and the fact that hs 
has offered It Is still unknown to a 
majority of the committee. It Is con¬ 
sidered Improbable that the present as¬ 
sembly will consent to the aeceptanee 
of his resignation, and there '•^1*1 un¬ 
doubtedly be a furore when It la pub¬ 
licly received. 

An Interesting feature In the pro¬ 
ceedings of ths assembly was the ap¬ 
pearance before It of a representative 
of the Presbyterian church In England, 
who bore the ofDctal greetings of that 
body.

FRESH HERRINGS NOW 

IN THE EXPORT LIST 

Net Fishing for Commercial Purposes 
in Saanich Inlet ia 
. Forbidden. 

Ottawa. June I.—The Caitada Gasette 
contains notice of some Important 
changes In the fisheries regulations of 
British Columbia. 

Up to the present the export of 
fresh herring has been prohibited, ths 
object of this regulation being to pre¬ 
vent herring being exported to be con¬ 
verted into fish scrap and oil. Recently 
a demand haa aiiosn in the United 
States for fresh herring In small pack¬ 
ages in Ice. 

The new regulations wllk therefore, 
allow the export of fresh herring 
packed tn boxes containing not more 
tban 20Q pounds. 

Another change provides that no one 
shall fish with nets or with any imple¬ 
ment for commercial purposes In Saan¬ 
ich Inlet, Inside of a straight lino 
drawn from Cowichan Head to Serpen¬ 
tine Point

Ottawa. June The Wll to pro¬ 
vide $1,200,000 to reimburse the de¬ 
positors who lost money owing to the 
failure of the Farmers* Bank was 
given a third reading tn the House last 
night after another spirited discus¬ 
sion. J. M. Sinclair, of Ouysbm'or. 
moved an amendment to provide that 
the provisions of the bill should not 
come Into effect until an Inquiry had 
been held Into all the bank failures 
since confederation, but It was not 
pressed to a division. 

Two critics of the bill were Dr. 
Michael Clark, Red Deer, and Levi 
Thompson. Qu'Appells. The former ek- 
presHcd the hope that the senate would 
kill the bill, because, he said. It was 
proposed to tax the electors of all the 
provinces to secure the votes of a sec¬ 
tion of the people of Ontario. 

Dr. Clark said that at the present 
time when the monthly earnings of 
such an Institution as the C. P. R. sre 
falling at the rate of two and a half 
ndillon dollars, thereby reflecting un¬ 
satisfactory economic conditions. It 
wss monstrous to give away $6,200.00# 
to recoup the d^>osltors in a bank 
which had failed. 

The legkilatlon, he said, appeals par¬ 
ticularly to a western man, and he 
would like to have the opinion of Hon. 
Robert Rogers In regard to It It was 
prtjposed to provide relief for a sec¬ 
tion of voters In one province at the 
expense of the people of the eight other 
provisoes. Mr. Rogers should certain¬ 
ly, as a western man, ask ths minister 
of flnanee to withdraw this blit, and i 
not go through the farce of sending It' 
to tbs seuste. 

Mr. Thompson, of Qu'Aimelle, said 
the cause of the bill wae the anxiety 
of the govemment to redeem a pledge 
to Its Ontario constituents. The gov¬ 
ernment was making distinction In 
favor of the provinces which hsd sup¬ 
ported them and against those which 
had opposed them. 

Mr. Thompson conclude<| by stating 
hs had no doubt that every night be¬ 
fore he retired Mr. White sent up a 
liUle pr.'iyer that the senate might kill 
the bin. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. 
Sinclair was then declared lost on di¬ 
vision. and third reading was given ths 
bill. 

Hon. W. T. White repeated bis state- 
ntent of the other day that the hauk 
should nbver have been permitted to 
do business by the late govemment. 
and that parliament was under a moral 
responsibility to provide thla sum fur 
the depositors who had lost money. 

When the Grand Trunk Paclflc AH 
bill waa taken up In committee Pre¬ 
mier Borden, at considerable length, 
reviewed the agreement arrived at be¬ 
tween the govemment and the com¬ 
pany. He Informed the house that th) 
government had not admitted the le¬ 
gal right of the Grand Trunk PaclAc 
to this guarantee, but that It had been 
conaldered unwise to carry the matter 
to the courts, as this would Involve 
delay and defer the completion of iho 
line. 

He said that the govemment had 
been backed In Its views by legal opin¬ 
ions of Hon: C. J. Doherty, minister of 
Justice; Mr. Newoombe, deputy minis¬ 
ter of Justice, and Hon. Arthur 
Melghen. solicitor-general. On the 
other hand, the company, in support *it 
Its contention, had produced opinions 
of Sir Allen Aylsworth. F. H. Chrysler, 
K. C., Ottawa: Sir Robert Findlay, A. 
F. Spencer and other prominent Ehig- 
lish lawyers. 

Replying to a question by Sir 'Wil¬ 
frid Luurler, Mr. Borden stated that 
the mountain section of the road 
would be completed by next August. 
Hon. G. P. Graham expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the government had lightly 
set up the contention that the Grand 
Trunk Pacifle at the present time had 
no legal claim for this assistance.

The Masatlan was 
formerly the Norwegian steamship 
Jason, by which name she will be 
recognised by a large number of ship¬ 
ping men of this port. About six 
months ago she changed her name and 
port of registration, and is one of the 
few deep sea vessels carrying the Mexi¬ 
can flag. 

Paulsen Well Known. 

Capt. R. J. Paulsen, who commands 
the Masatlan, Is well known In Vic 
Ktria and along the Paclflc voast. He 
was formerly In the employ of the Pa¬ 
clflc Coast Steamship company, and his 
last ship with it was the President. 
Capt. Paulsen was master of the big 
black stacker on her memorable voy¬ 
age from Victoria to San Francisco 
last winter, when she was caught In a 
terrific storm off Cape Blanco and one 
of the steerage passengers was washed 
overboard. In attempting to rescue the 
drowning men four members of the 
crew lost their lives. 

Capt. Paulsen retired from the Paclflc 
coast service to take command of the 
Mazatlan. following the changing of 
her name. The Mazatlan operates as 
far south as Acapulco, and is doing a 
good business. She Is a craft of 1.135 
registered tons. 


TACOMA MARU BRINGING 
SIXTY-THREE JAPANESE

The steamer 
Grace Dollar, which came here from 
n^don, with the schooner Bertie 
Minor, lumber laden, in tow. made the 
passage In the remarkable time of 
forty-cme hours. 

The steamer Fdlcon, which left here 
for Puget Sound on Wednesday, tow¬ 
ing the British barque Antiope, was 
forced to put into Drakes bay for re¬ 
fuge Thursday afternoon sind is still 
stormbound. 

The German power schooner Nep¬ 
tune arrived, flfty-flve days from 
Jalult. south Sea islands, in ballast 
for repairs. The little vessel made the 
entire passage under sail because of 
engine troubles, which will be rectified 
when she is overhauled at this port. 

The steamer President arrived from 
Puget Bound porta after having made 
an unusually good passage down the 
const, owing to the strong northwest 
gale, which, striking her almost dead 
astern, greatly aided her progress. The 
President carried a full general cargo, 
including a heavy shipment of beer, a 
quantity of cases of canned milk, 7.200 
quarter barrels of flour and BOO sacks 
of groats, in addition to a list of 121 
passengers from Eureka.

For the first time In the history of 
the C. P. R. a 8teamahh»^ flying the 
checkered houseflag of that fleet will 
steam from Victoria for Manila next i 
week. The blue ribbon liner Empress 
of Russia, Capt. W. Davison. Is sched¬ 
uled to sail on Thursday next and her 
outward trip will mark the Inaugura¬ 
tion of the new service to the Philip¬ 
pine Islands. Following strong repre¬ 
sentations on the part of the many 
Americans, business men and commer¬ 
cial Interests of the far-away isles, the 
C. P. R decided to extend iU opera¬ 
tions. 

From Victoria the Empress of Rus¬ 
sia will proceed to Yokohama, Kobe 
and Nagasaki, thence to Manila and 
Hongkong. On the homeward nin she 
will call at Shanghai. Nagasaki, and 
Yokohama. The advent of the fast 
Empresses Into the Manila trade Is ex¬ 
pected to cause a readjustment of the 
business of the lines running out of 
San Francisco. It takes 28 days by the 
southern route, while the C. P. R. fly¬ 
ers will reach Victoria 17 days out from 
the islands. 

Trip Through Rockies. 

Since there are 5.000 United States 
people in the Phlllppi/ies. mostly ofll- 
cials and well-to-do people, who are 
compelled to travel frequently, owing 
to the tropical climate it Is expected 
that the new service will prove very 
popular, and mean that a majority of 
United States people going to or from 
tlie Philippines will take the Cana¬ 
dian route, thus not only saving nearly 
two weeks, but getting the trip through 
the Canadian Rockies, and also the 
more Interesting voyage, with calls at 
Japanese and Chinese porta en route. 
Incldentalty the Improvement it will 
give in accommodatioB with the Phil¬ 
ippines will mean that roost of the 
United States mail matter will use the 
Canadian route. 

With this new leg In Us Oriental 
connections the Canadian Paciflo ocean 
and land route will extend more than 
half way round the world. With its 
present system, from Liverpool across 
the Atlantic, Canada and the Pacific 
to Hongkong, it covers a distance of 
11.841 miles. With the addition of the 
Philippines K will cover not far from 
12.600 miles, which Is by far the greatest 
direct distance covered by any trans¬ 
portation company In the world. 

It Is expected that the new service 
wilt not only Increase the passenger 
business between Canada and the 
Philippines, but that it will lead to a 
considerable Increase In trsde. There 
Is a large export from the Philippines 
of hemp, tobacco, cigars and similar 
tropical producta The hemp is largely 
used in the manufacture of binder 
twine, cordage and certain kinds of 
paper which have to be made very 
tough, such as map mountings and 
paper bags, and a lot of it Is used In 
Canada for this purpose. Smokers will 
also probably welcome the opportunity 
for getting more real Manila tobacco 
and cigars. A good return trade, it Is 
expected, will be available in Canadian 
manufactured articles and agricultural 
products, the Philippines’ trade show¬ 
ing great possIMiltles of growth under 
the United States government and de¬ 
velopment of the Islands. With the 
new arrangements a large proportion 
of this trade is expected to come to 
Canada, or use the Canadian route, 
since it wilt not only be much more 
speedy but much more economical. 


With material for repairing damage 
done by the winter and spring gales 
and also for carrying out a number of] 
Improvements at Triangle Island, the 
Hghthouse tender Lesbro, CapL Hunter, 
left port this afternoon at 8 o’clock. 
The vessel Is proceeding north via the 
Inside passage, and before heading qut 
Co the lonely Island she will make one 
stop at Pine Island for the purpose of 
changing the light there. At the pres¬ 
ent time the light Is stationary, but 
machinery will be installed to make it 

quick-flashing one. 

During the terrific storms which 
swept over the isolated islands lying 
many miles out from the northern ex¬ 
tremity of Vancouver Island, the build¬ 
ings at Triangle suffered considerably. 
Some of the roofs of the outhousee were 
lifted by the wind and carried a ooo- 
elderable distance. There is always 
quite a sea running off the island, and 
it It very seldom that the tenders are 
able to effect a landing there. The work 
of rcpatclng the damage was put off 
until the approach of summer when the 
required mateiiat could be put ashore. 

It is expected that the Leebro will be 
gone about three weeks. She will land 
a gang of workmen at the Island, and 
they will be taken off some time later 
when they have completed the repair 
work. 

Lightship Replaced. 

Yesterday the tender Quadra, CapL 
LeBlaoc, left Victoria with the Hand- 
heads lightship In tow. and this morn¬ 
ing she lifted the acetylene buoy which 
has been moored at Che mouth of the 
Fraser river during th# craft's ab 
sence and the lightship picked up her 
cables. The former sealing schooner will 
rekrained anchored over this dangerous 
shoal for another year, when abe will 
be brought back for an overhaul.

INTO KETCHIKAN DOCK 


On her iast three trips the steamship

haps. 

In the first case she struck a rock In 
Alaska waters and on the next voyage 
she dropped her port tall shaft and 
had to limp Into Juneau to await the 
.^rrlval of the tug Oollah, which brougn 
her back to Beattie. 

Now word comes from Ketchikan 
stating that the Evans while docking 
there, crashed Into the Northland 
Steamehlp Company’s dock and went 
40 feet into It before stopping. The 
offices were partially demolished and 
one of the officials had a narrow 
escape from death, as the bow of the 
vqssel pushed the stairs out from un¬ 
der him as he was descending from the 
second storey of the dock.

There Is a marked difference be¬ 
tween the Old Testament and the N*;w 
In the matter of resenting Injuries. 
The Old Testament says, “An eye fnr 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth." The 
New Testament through the Ups of 
Jesus says. “Forgive.” To the ques¬ 
tion, “Shall I forgive my brother seven 
timesr’ Jesus says. “Yea, I say unto 
you, seventy times seven." This was 
not meant to arbitrarily fix the exact 
number of times an offending broth*T 
should be forgiven, but rather to Indi¬ 
cate that forgiveness should always be 
extended when It Is asked In sincerity. 

This Is one of the hardest things to 
do of all that Christ taught. But 
when we recognise that Christ’s teach¬ 
ing revolved around the principle of 
love rather than that of justice, or In 
other words that he made love the con¬ 
trolling principle of life, It is not difll- 
cult to see that the spirit of love or 
forgiveness ts basal In His teachings. 

It Is a striking fact that when giving 
the model prayer, known as the Lord’s 
Prayer, the only petition on which He 
stopped to comment was that concern¬ 
ing forgivenoss when he said, ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, nei¬ 
ther will your Heavenly Father forgive 
your trespasses.*’ In other words, ne 
taught that It was useleas to ask for 
God’s forgiveness while there was :mi 
unforgiving spirit on the part of the 
one who prays.
